Debato Continued 

Tho adjourned debate, on motion of 
committee of supply was oontlmjad. 
Mr. Munro 

Mr. Munro resumed tho address 
which was intorrupted at Wednesday's 
sitting. lie discussed the estimates, 
referring to a sum of Snooo set aside 
for Irrigation. ITe had only to sny that 
It It cost as mucli to put watrjr on the 
land as It illd to kecj) water off, it 
would i)e found to bo totally Inaile- 
quat.'. lie contended that if $2.1,000 
liad licon spent on the study of! dyking 
liefore those works of the lower Main- 
land were undertaken.

that before irrigation was started the 
governmont would have the projec|^ 
thoroughly studied. By doing this, 
muj* more satisfactory results would 
be "clilovdd. 

A Danish Settlement 
Reverting to the Danish settlement in 
Ills dl.strlet, he again expressed tho 
hope that at least $1000 would bo spent 
in Blving them the roads which they 
needed In order that ..their, produce 
might be taken to tho market; .,/ 

Ho niisaed one Item In; the estimates 
and that.'jvas - the subsidy , usually 
granted tbbsaiconducting a ferry In the 
nolghborhboa 'df ' Chllllwack. It was 
quite true "that at certain /seasons of 
tho year the owners of tho terry made 
money; but there was a long season 
when they did not turn over a cent to 
their profit. On that account he feared 
tliat the steamboat would be tied up 
and that there would be much Incon- 
venience caused.' Tiio subsidy would 
probably only be required for this year. 
Other means of communication with 
tho outside world would be arranged In 
the near fuauie. 

Mr. Munro spoke also of the dyking 
rlghts-of-wav, expresplng the desire 
that they should be settled forthwith. 
Proud of District 
Referring to his return by the elec- 
tors of Cliiilwhack he said that his 
ondorsatlon under tho circumstances 
was tho greatest compliment which 
could have been accorded him. He 
stated that many piomises had been 
made bv the government during the 
campalKU and, as a :-esult. delegations 
had been coming to tlio capital for the 
I)urposo In their own words, "of hav- 
ing the goods dellverefl." So far as he 
know, thoy had not. • . fecelvod fifteen 
cents. The other day, the president of 
the council had predated that the ad- 
ministration would remain In power 
for the next twenty rears. That was 
within tho bounds of possibility. But 
If tho Issuing of indiscriminate prom- 
ises was continued If. predicted that 
tlie pres(>iit adminlstiation would go 
down to oblivion. However, if the op- 
|)ortuiiity tli.at was iiresented lliem 
was taken advantage )f. there was no 
reason why the statement which had 
been made by the president of the 
council sliould not bq realized. Con- 
eluding, he mentioned tho departure 
of Premier I^IcBrlde and stated that 
the best wishes of members on both 
sides of tho House \lrent with htm In 
his mission. 

Member For Lillooet 
Mr. ICaglcsen spoke of the necessity 
of roads being repaired and Inddges be- 
ing constructed In Jjillooet district. He 
affirmed that tlie estimate was not 
sufficient for carrylnf out tho works 
that wore needed; nol only needed but 
imperatively required With regard to 
Lillooet ho wished t> draw attention 
to the fact that It lad' given an in- 
crease In revenue dujlng the past year 
of a greater extent 'than any other 
section untouched bj railways. The 
augmentation to wlilc'i h<' referred was 
Sll,r)71.r)S. This, he thought, very cred- 
itable. The other da;- the member for 
Okanagan had .spoker. of tho posslbil- 
ItioH of his district from a fruit grow- 
ing standpoint. He did not believe 
that Lillooet needed to tiike a back seat 
to any district as an agricultural cen- 
tre. He em))liaslzed ilie neccs.sity ofj 
a lio.spltal being estaHlshed in his sec- 
tion. Wlien lie had mentioned this to 
tiic government olTieals they had ex- 
|)ri'Hse(i regret that Iho question had 
not been brought to their attention be- 
fore tho estimates, IjEid been submitted. 
All he had to say.was that he slncore- 
ly hoped, .'tha,t,'i'al)nough,_ ths., request 
was a llttlo,fljJ5i?,,[ the administration 
would itake^^lio.nliltei:' Into Its favor- 
ai)io corislderaf|on/'..'He, also wished to 
say that LlUoo^t waS a big gajno hunt- 
in.t? ground .scCQnd to none In British 
Coiumliia. Or account of the licenses 
issued to thosi wishing to hunt In that 
section tho government derived con- 
siderable rev.^iue lie wished to sug- 
gest that tho ojien season should be 
altered to a j-x^rlod extending from the 
1st of August to the l.lth of Novem- 
ber. He said that the reason for this 
v/as that, by allowing mountain slieep 
to be shot in December, many were 
killed liy the Indians at the time when 
thoy were olitalnable on the plains, 
having been driven from tho moun- 
tains by the Ainter snows. One of tho 
.greatest enemies of tho sheep was the 
golden eagle and because of that he 
wished to ask that a handsome bounty 
he placed on that bird. 

Seton Lake Hatchery 
Jlr. Eaglcson spoke at some length 
on the manner in which tlio Seton 
Lake Ilatcliory had been conducted 
since its Inception. He criticised Com- 
missioner Babcock's report and jisked 
:is a favor tliat, if tlie m.anagement 
of the Institution was not clianged, it 
should have its name altered. It 
should tie called, ho suggested, "tho 
Seton Lake Salmon Slaughterhouse." 
(Laughter and applause from the op- 
position.) 

Dr. King 

Dr. Kins di<l not think that It was 
anytliing init tlio lieight of absurdity 
for the government to taice cre<lit for 
tiie prosperity which prevailed 
throughout tiic; province He wished 
to say tliat the administration had not 
Introduced an.v legislation whatever to 
wlilcli could be attributed tlie presient 
progress. One of the honoralde mem- 
hova for Vancouver had referred to 
tho importance of that city. In liis 
opinion It was a foregone conclusion 
tiiat the prosperity of the great trade 
centres of the province were depen- 
dent on the general develoj)nient. l''or 
th.at reason he Ihouglit tliat when tho 
estimates had Iiim'u conslrlored tlie gov- 
ernment should li.-i'o dealt with tlio 
outside sections, tlio agrlcnltur.il por- 
tions of tin? pro\inci\ In rr'gard to tlie 
move to pi-otoci forests from lire ho 
contended that the government should 
la\' sotne comiirchenslvo schonie bef(U'0 
tlio llouso. .\t present all that nioni- 
1/ers knew was that it was proposed 
to devoto $25,000 to thiit purpose Ho 
asserted tli.'it tlio intentions of the ad- 
ministration siioiiid have been sub- 
mitted to the leElslature. 

Irrigation Project 

Speaking of tin; Irrigation scheni" he 
advised that the ln\-estlgatlon should 
1)0 made more general th;u! was pro- 
posed. He protested against tlH! in- 
Kliectlon of fruit trees wiiicii resulted 
in tlieir bidng dcdiverod to fhe pur- 
rhaser In a worse condition tlian wan 
originally tlie ca;;e. 

Ho thought tliat tlio government 
might have considered the question of 
endowing an Anti-Tuberculosis sani- 
torlum with a land grant. He was of 
the opinion, at any rate, that more 
generous treatment should 'ha,vo been 
niotcd out. If the government was In 
a position to lay aside sucli a large 
area of Crown property for assisting 
a iirovlnclal university then ho was 
convinced that they might have been 
iiioro lliieral towards tlio Antl-Tuber- 
culosls associali(m, especially wiien tlie 
worthiness of tho proposed Institution 
was considered. , 

Cranbrook District 

Continuing ho dealt with tho pnton- 
tialltioM of his district, that of Cran- 
lirook, at somo longtii. Ho mentioned 
tiie ne(!esslty of some roads and 
stilted that (*ranbrook people did not 
ask to be treated generousl.y but they 
asked for justice. Ho assorted that 
the Hoctlon liad developed to a large 
extent during tho past few years, i^lo 
did not bollove that.lt would bo going 



too far to say that this year Cran- 
brook,^would contribute somo $200,000 
to ■t.tho;^ provincial treasury. Ho re- 
ferred' to, a bridgo needed to connect 
Cranbrook tow.n with White Cliff. Ho 
regretted that no. policy had been en- 
unciated looking to railway develop- 
ment in that section. Tho Kootcnay 
\-alloy In his opinion could bo opened 
up with the result that thousands of 
people could come in and settle on the 
land. Ho thought it would bo good 
business for tho present governmont 
to spend money in tliat country. Now 
that tho finances were In good condi- 
tion lie thought tho government might 
bo expected to consider tho matters 
wliich liad been laid ' before, ithe ad- 
ministration fairly a.nd "reasonably. 
(Applause.) 

Socialist Loader. 
.T. H. Ilawtliornthwaite referred In 
oiilogistic terms to Speaker Pooley's 
term In that office and stated that 
he felt assured that the present occu- 
pant of the position was well atile to 
mantaln the splendid record whlcli he 
had to "lino up to." 

The Finance Minister. 

At a previous sitting the second 
member from Vancouver had spoken 
in flattering terms of the ability of 
tho finance minister. He liad stated 
that Vancouver was not a fruit grow- 
ing centre, but tliat it liad produced 
the Hon. i\Ir. Tatlow. And ho did 
nol; think that he Was right In .?aylng 
tliat Vancouver was not a fruit grow- 
ing section, because he certainly con- 
sidered tho minister of finance "a 
Iieacli." In listening to tlio addresses 
from tho opposition section of the 
hpuse he had heard one member after 
another protest against the estimates 
which had been set aside for tho.^e 
districts. Ho rcgrctlod that there was 
(ground for tho accusation of discrim- 
ination. The iirosldent of tlie coun- 
cil had asserted that the district of 
niclimond was the "milch cow" of 
British Colnmliia, that it hud produced 
tile most of the revenue. If tliat was 
the case all that he liad to say was 
that the dl.strlcts repres(mted by the 
Socialist members represented the 
"hind tit." 

Referring ,lo the estimates lie said 
that It was proposed to expend $200,- 
000 or thereabouts, for the administra- 
tion of justice. Wlien the small popu- 
lation of the province was considered 
he did not lliink that such a large 
sum could iioFslbly lie necessary. 
Opposed Tolls, 

He was ot the opinion that the ex- 
action of tolls for crossing the l-'raser 
river bridge was an unnecessary hard- 
ship. It was an obnoxious practice 
and he believed that the income there- 
from was not sufficient to warrant its 
continuance. 

Labor Not Scarce. 

Mr. Hawthonithwalte did not think 
tliat there was a shortage of labor 
In the province. If there was it ex- 
isted only In Cowlchan, represented 
by a member who liad advocated the 
encouragement of immigration. U was 
stated tliat there was a lack of labor 
ill Brlti.^li Columbia and yet there 
were strikes In Victoria and clse- 
wliere. 

Referring to tlie proposed university 
ho mentioned the suggestion that in 
connection therewith there should be 
a faculty of commerce. Hp did not 
think that ftuch a thing was needed. 
Class Regulation. 

Speaking of a jiroposai to impose 
a lax of $2 on those carrying gun.i in 
l^ritish Columbia, he thouglit such a 
thing would be a dangerous step for 
tho government to take. If it was 
contemplated to make revenue and to 
l)ut a tax on tliosc wishing to hunt 
It would be an "evil da.v" for the gov- 
ernment. It would put the sport on 
the same basis as existed In Croat 
Britain. In other' words It would be 
making the enjoyiTiont of the chase a 
"clasd" recreation. 

Timber Policy. 

He thought it was lll,^'h time tliat 
something sliould bo done in connec- 
tion wltli the timber pollc.v. At pres- 
ent there existed a "carnival of spec- 
ulation." He hoped that there would 
bo some action taken In: thai Immedi- 
ate future. In regard to Premier Mc- 
Brlde's trip ho contended that before 
leaving ho should have laid before the 
house some of tho details of his In- 
tention. In that way he iniglit have 
obtained endorsatloii. He was saii.^- 
fled that the result of his mission, 
under the circumstances, would bo en- 
tirely unsatisfactory. 

Debate Adjourned. 

On motion of Mr. Macdonald the 
debate was adjourned. 

Mr. i3owser submitted reports from 
tho committee on private bills and 
standing orders. They follow: 

"Your commlttoo recommend that 
the standing orders be su.sponded and 
a refund made of the fees paid In con- 
neollon with bill No. HS, ".\n act re- 
specting tile consolidation of tho leases 
h(>ld by tho Cariboo Mining company," 
anri bill No. 09, "An act respecting the 
ronKf)lldatlon of the leases held by 
the Bullion Hydraulic Mining com- 
pa ny." 

Tiiat tile preamble of bill Xo. Ori, in- 
tituled "An act to incorporate the Im- 
perial [Inderwrlters coniporatlon," has 
been proved and the bill ordered to 
be reporteii with amendments. 

The reports were received. 

University Bill. 

The liouso then went Into ,a com- 
mittee of the whole with Mr. Olfford 
in the chair for tho consideration of 
a bill Intituled, "An act to aid the uni- 
versity of iiritisli Ciduinbia by a grant 
of provincial land.-;." 

Mr. Macdonald's ainendniont \vas 
then put to the house. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

"The lands to be so set .-isido shall 
bn open to sale or sollloinent or license 
to cut timber under tlii' provisinns of 
the Lanil act; to location of v,):i\ or 
petroleum uiiilcr tlio Coal .Mines act; 
and to location of mlnorula under tho 
Mineral act, 1897, as fully In all the 
aliove particulars as If tho same had 
not boon so set aside; and further, 
tlmt when tho said, lands, minerals, 
coal, petroleum, or timber, or any por- 
tion or portions thereof, shall be a lion - 
ated by the crown, all foes, rents and 
royalties provided for in tin; said acts 
shall belong to the province and sliall 
not be dt'onied to lie Included in tho 
benefits to the university contemplat- 
ed by this act." This was defeated 
liy a large majority. 

pree Edueation 

Mr. Hawthornthwatto Introduced an 
amendment to, clause flvo as follows: 
"To amend section 5 by adding thereto 
the following words: 

"Provided always, that such lands 
shall not be so reserved except iqion 
the explicit understanding that no 
fees shall be charged f<u' tuition In 
said luilvt.'rslty to any graduatu born 
In British Columbia, or who has resid- 
ed five years therein." 

Endorsed Amendment 

Tho nilnistor of education an- 
nounced tiiat iio was in iioarty accord 
with tho amendment. He stated that 
a clause would bo included in the bill, 
wlileh would bo submitted bei'oro tlie 
closo of tho Bossion, dealing witli tho 
matter brought up by the honorable 
member for Nanalmo.

A COLONIAL ZOLLVEREIN 

An April Gth, Jlr. R. S. B. O'Brian, 
of Nanalmo, wrote the Colonist a lot- 
tor, which was printed yesterday. In 
which ho suggested a" Colonial zoUver- 
eln providing for free trade between 
the colonies and a high larilC against 
all the world, including the United 
Kingdom. On April 9th tho . London 
Standard published a suggestion to tho 
same effect'. If Jlr. d'Brian's letter 
had boon roceivod ■ l)y the Colonist a 
little sooner, he would have boon on- 
tltled to the credit oC being the first 
person to publish a recommendation oi: 
this kind. 

The idea of a colonial -/.ollvorcln is 
attractive at first sight and may bo 
found practicable, but there aro many 
difficulties in tho way. Wo do not 
think that Canadians gpiiprally would 
take kindly to the suggestion tliat the 
outlying parts of the Empire should 
endeavor to coerce the Mother Coun- 
try to adopt their theories of trade. 
Such a step, instead of having a ten- 
dency to consolidate tho Elmplro, would 
have tho contrary effect. If a colon- 
ial zollverein, with a British proforenco 
wore possible, wo think that every per- 
son In tho Dominion would hold up 
both hands for it; but anything loss 
than this__ \vould, it seems to us, bo 
a.; veiy 'poor return to ' tho Mother 
Country for'tlie inaiiy benefits 'wo havo 
received from British connection. 
There is at loasti^ono obstacle in tho 
way of this, namely tho fact that un- 
vdori "tho.- most favored nation clause" 
in '^Britlsh commercial , treaties It 
might prove very difficult to bring 
about an arrangement, which v.ould 
not create embarrassment. If the dif- 
cuityi 'whieii presents ' Itself 1^- this way 
coiiVd bo :bvercbmoV wo "tlilnlif that' some 
'such arrangement between tho outly- 
^Ing parts of the Empiro could be 
reached, although not', .without some 
difficulty. ,.■;' • 

Wo again urge tho advisability of 
hastening slowly in the work of Em- 
pire-building. Wo also urge that It 
be absolutely divorced from eitlier 
British or colonial party politics. "\Ve 
protest a.s strongly as we know how 
against the exploiting of tho Imperial 
sentiment by ahy"ono for party advan- 
tage. AVe sliould bo British subjects, 
citizens of tho ICmpire lir.st, and Con- 
servatives or Liberals, Free Traders 
or . Protectionists, . .afterwards. The 
commerclaVrelatioris' ' of 'tli'o United 
Kingdom aro of supremo importance 
to that country. A largo population 
living in a small area, having close 
trade and flnancljd ;i:elatlons A^Ith ev- 
ery country in iho wor•ld,''Inus't''heces- 
Barily take into .account matters, which 
arc of no particular moment to the 
people of the sparsely settled colonies, 
vyhose ijjlncipal. theatre - of ^ acUyity^ Is 
In 'the deveiopmerit of ' the natural 
wealth of their almost illimitable do- 
mains. If we attempt to coorcc tho 
Mother Country in fiscal matters, wo 
will at unce. flnd.a yery-larffor ssfitlon 
of the people of that country arrayed 
against us, and the first serious rift in 
the Imperial fabric will be made. In 
Canada wo have had protection for 
nearly thirty years and havo pros- 
pored under It. Naturally we arc in 
favor nf a fiscal ])olicy of that nature, 
even thoso nf us who call our.solves 
free traders are so in name only; bo- 
'caii'se whatever our convictions may be, 
we..kno>y that free trade In Canada Is 
Impossible for .a long time to cnmo. 
•But .we should not bo too wise in our 
own conceit. We doubtless know what 
is best ior ourselves, but wo may not 
■ be: able to tell the people of tho Unit- 
ed'. Kingdom what is best for them. 'Wo 
ought to give them credit for at least 
as groat sagacity as we claim for our- 
selves. A\'o cannot fall to recogrntze 
that, although we have not In Canada 
always fared as well as wo might at 
the liands ot British dljilonmcy, we 
liave enjoyed an enormous advantage, 
at practically, no cost to oursolvc;-., 
from tile protection afforded by tho 
British flag. We would be imgrato- 
ful If wo made the first use of our' 



retires from the public service in the 

6fitii year of his age, which is com- 
paratively young as British public 
men go. T)io reason oC Ills retire- 
ment Is tlio state of his health, which 
seems to have broken down. This 
Is greatly to be regretted, because his 
retirement has come at a tl'irne,' when 
his experience would be Invaluable at 
Cairo. Lord Cromer has represented 
the British government in Egypt since 
1883, but ho had been connected with 
tho government of that country as 
Commissioner of the Public Debt and 
Comptroller of the Bevenue for sev- 
eral years before that time. He took 
the responsible position, which ho has 
just given up, shortly after the retire- 
ment of the Frencli from the joint 
control of Egypt, and he has had far 
more to do with the development of 
that country than any/, other individ- 
ual, lils strong common sense won 
him tho confidence of Tcwflk. Pasha, 
who was Khedive at tiie time of his 
appointment, and tho present occu- 
pant of the kh^dival throne, Abbas 
IMlmy Pasha, has always extonued to 
lilni the fullest confidence. Lord 
Cromer took charge in lOgypt at the 
Lima when tho Mahdi, Mohammed Ah- 
met,- was In the height of his power 
in the Soudan, which was one of ttio 
most critical periods in the modern 
■history of the country. lie found 
the country depressed and In finan- 
cial straits. He brought order out 
of chaos and gave tho land a now 
impetus. Among the permanent physi- 
cal monuments to his genius is tho 
great dam at Assouan, wlileh is of 
■such ituniense value to tlio Nile val- 
ley from tho point of view oC produc- 
tiveness. 

In view of the growth In Egypt of 
a feeling in favor of a greater share 
being taken by the nalivo^s in tiie gov- 
ernment ot their own country, the re- 
tirement of Lord Cromer may have an 
international Importance. He has 
lately warned the British people of 
certain dangers which sconi to lie in 
their way, and wo havo reproduced 
in the Colonist what ho said. In this 
connection tho following from tho 
London Times of Jilarch 25th will be 
read with great interest. It shows 
how Egypt looks to the eyes of a 
man, who has been tho political pupil 
of tho distinguished Englishman: 

r,r. Rone I'liaux, tho special corros- 
pouilent of llie Temps, who recently 
left for Egypt, sends that" paper an 
account , of an interview ho has had 
witli the;Kheaive.' His Highness said 
that the" heiiessitles of "a peculiar pol- 
itical situation had for a long time 
compelled him to refrain from giving 
public e:qjresslon ..to his views on t hi; 
affairs of ,t.his,,"country. But as M. 
Puaiix told hlfii' that his silence might 
be. misconstrued abroad and as lie 
himself was aware that In Egypt it 
was intoriireted in various ways be 
would avi'.il liiniscIC of the opportunity 
for malilng known his opinions .and 
ideas. 

The Kiiodlvo then dwelt on his own 
and bis ■subjects' passionate love oi; 
thoir co\n;iry, whicli they never left 
for gii.id. In tlie ali.-ence of philos- 
ophy, of historical scienc(\. they liad 
instinctive jiatriotlsm. "Tliis conser- 
vative people is a people of progress. 
I liave followed its development day 
by day, surprised at the prodigious 
facility wherewith it assimilates itsoK 
to European culture. . . .1 have 
seen in our factories tlie most intri- 
cate maclilnes liandlod by l';;gyptlans. 
The engineers who took me round ob- 
served, not without pride, that the en- 
tire personnel consisted or natives, who 
had been trained in afew vVeeks. That 
intelligence ' has found application in 
the development of modern civilization 

in Egypt The day is ap- 

proaclilng when the Egnitlan peas- 
ant' will-, be the -equal of tho peasant 
of the most civilized country. The 
finances have recovered stability. The 
confidence of Europe has come liack 
to us in such a measure that Cairo 
and Alexandria are two of the most 
important fln.anelai centres of the 
world. International con(NM-n for the 
Egyptian debt being hence-forth at an 
end, it is time to devote all our efforts 
not only towards the material welfare 
of the popidatlon, but tov.-ards the ■';at- 
isfaction of their intellectual and m-ir- 
al retiulrements. l-'or my p;irt I have 
no more serious preoccupation than 
that." 

The Khedive v,-ent on to say: 
"It is <iuite wrong to allope lhat tlie 
national ol.-iims assume the forui ef an 
anti-foreign and faiiatic;il movement. 
1 emphatically deny It. Tolerance is 
one of tile great laws of our religion; 
the Koran teaches us to resjioct all 
llie i)rophcts, whether those of Die 
Christians or tbo.^o of the .lews. AVe 
aro all jjrofoiindly attacln'ii to our re- 
ligion ami faithful to its t.-.-ichlngs. 
Believe uie I have travelled a 
deal and it .all nu-u followed the mor-

THE SENATE. 

Tho Toronto News .=5ays that lUo 
Senate o£ Canada is "laay, .feeble and 
subservient,", and after a few more 
compliments of that kind goes on to 
allege that it is "a mere spcaklng-tubc 
for Sir AVIlfrid Laurler," The boys 
of tho last geJicration used to say 
"Sticks and- stones, break my bones, 
but calling names don't hurt me,"' and 
as most of the senators aro Ijoys of 
the last generation, tliey will prob- 
ably smile at tho oljstroporoslty of 
the Kews, and go on being Just what 
they are, which is perhaps not just 
what they ought to bo. Regard for 
tho truth ]>rcvents an.v one, except a 
senator, from saying that tho august 
body, which occupies the Rod Chamf- 
ber on Parliament Hill, Is what the 
founders of the Confederal inn antli-i- 
patod. It was de.'iigned :is a sort of 
inter-provincial balance wlicel, which 
was tho purpose for which tho United 
States Senate was constituted. Both 
bodies havo fallen far short of being 
v.'liat tlioy were intended to bo; but 
tlio United States body, owing to tlio 
fact tliat it \a selected by the slate 
legislatures, is not ciuite as fossillfcr- 
ous as our own. Always exceiiting 
tho senators tlieniselves, everybndy 
is in favor of reforming tho Senate.

Col- 
lector of Customs Newbury has al- 
ready taken tlio matter up with Ot- 
tawa and in tho meantime W. C. Mor- 
esby, counsel for the' defendant will 
very likely apply for a-Wrlt-ot habeas 
corpus, or ask for ah appeal. 

Chin was arrested in San Francisco 
charged with shooting and wounding 
one of tho crew, and was sent North 
by orders of the Crltish consul. Ho 
was placed on board the ship Shela, 
the provincial police In Victoria were 
notllied and before tlio ship landed 
one of the officers boarded her. ar- 
rested the t!hlnaman and took him to 
provincial jail \vhere lie has ijcon ever 
since and will bo for the ne.xt twelve 
months unless tho efforts of his coun- 
sel prove successful. It Is clalmoii 
that tho provincial police arrested tho 
Chinaman without liavlng proper in- 
structions. 

Tho other ihcldent and the ' ono 
which brought tho customs officials 
into the fra.v Is the fact that the 
Cliinuinan has not palil bis $riOO head 
tax. for the i)resent Chin is in a po- 
sition wliere he is luit called on to 
pay the ta.x, but the question arises 
what will lieeome of liiin when bis 
term is llnl.shed. The defendant was 
arrested and jilaced In jail before tlie 
ininilgralion officers \vere aware of 
the fact but nevertheless he was al- 
lowed tii land. I'\)r allowing a Cliina- 
niaii Id land without lirst being exam- 
ined by tlic customs authorities and 
doctors places the captain of a ship 
under tho ban of the law and makes 
him liable to a heavy line. 

Immediately CoJIectoi\ Newbury was 
mado awaro of the fact- ho wired to 
Ottawa asking for instructions. He 
was Informed that special permission 
bad been gi'antod by the governor gen- 
eral in council. This, however, was 
before tho trial took place and when 
thero was a possibility of tlie dol'im- 
dant being acquitted but nollilng has 
been heard regarding tho dls|)osltion 
of the Chinaman after his sentence is 
conipleted.

Local Chinatown Is terrorized over 
what came very ,noar being tho most 
horrible holocaust in the history of 
Vancouver, not excepting the big lire 
says yesterday's World. At 11:30 
o'clock on Tuesday night It was found 
that a delllierate attempt had been 
made to lire the building at .'',40 Khang- 
bal alley. At tho corner of the build- 
ing bad been piled a heap of oll-soakod 
shavings and into this had been thrust 
a note book, the leaves of which had 
been ignited.- Fortunately the lire 
went out before it reached tho shav- 
ings. The Incendiary had placed tho 
nro in a splendid position for getting 
a good start, under a dry stalrwa.y, 
the timbers of which were ready to 
blaze merrily and fiercely If they ever 
got a start. 

Chief ChLsholm this morning charac- 
terized tho act as a most dastanlly ono 
and coming so soon after tho alic>gcd 
Incendiary llres at Stcveston, be says 
that it is little wonder that the Chiii;i- 
m(-n are terrorized. A depntalinn of 
lln'in called on him this morning and 
authorized tlie cjlferiiig of a reward of 
$500 for the cai)lure of the per.son who 
attempted to start tlie lire. 

Had the fire ever got headway It 
would have sw(^pt !ill Clilnatown west 
of Carrull street and the Itoyal City 
mills and other property In tho vicinity 
would have boon In imminent danger. 
Beyond all peradvonturo hundreds of 
Chinamen would have been burned to 
dentil in their warren-liko habitations. 

This Is the section that has been 
mentioned before the fire and police 
and water committees several times 
lately because of the fact that thero 
are no hydrants so placed as to per- 
mit of the playing of streams on a 
great part of it. The menace has been 
strongly dwelt upon at the committee 
nieetiiigs several times b.v .Mderniali 
llepl)Mrn, who pointed out that if liro 
once got :i start in tiiat section it could 
wm-k its own s'.veel will and laugh at 
tlie puny elforts of men to stoj) it. 

It is a striking coincidence that on 
Tuesday afternoon a man was driven 
frmn a room in tliat section liy another 
niaii armed with a revolver and tho 
pursuer llrcd one shot at tho pursued 
alter he reached tho street. This has 
not been reported to tho police but It 
was told to a World reporter by an 
i-yi- witness about"20 minutes after it 
occurred. 

Inquiry thl.s morning reveals a state 
of al'falr.s wlilch may possibly havo 
something to do with the apparent at- 
tempt at incendiarism. Tho Incipient

new partm^rs. There bus i)eeii con- 
tinual trouble between tho new parl- 
nors and the old, with the result that 
the thoatro'.'was closed about a week 
ago. This; It; is said, did not by any 
means end. thq trouble, and. it Is sur- 
mised that tho !'bltfer';"feellng hotweeu 
the parties ' may "htt'V^ .'reaultod In an 
attempt to destroy tho properties in 
tlio theatre.

' Tho Montreal Herald, In a recent is- 
sue, had the following, which Is of spe- 
cial interest to Victorians in connec- 
tion with propo.^als to Impi'ove the 
civic water works system: 

On March ■! last the city treasurer, 
W. Robb, received instructions from 
tlio city council to prepare a state- 
ment Khowinb' the water rate paid in 
tho different cities of Canada, In or- 
der that tho council might, If possible, 
reduce tlie water rate ln_ Montreal In 
the near future. ■ ' ' . ' 

Summing up the result of a com- 
parison of the various systems of levy- 
ing the water rate In Canadian cities, 
Mr, Robb says: 

"In almost every Instance the water 
rate is a lien on the property, so that 
practically no loss is entailed in th' 
collection. In most of tho cases tho 
rates appear to be levied to cover tlie 
coast, but when compari-sons arc inado 
betwfpu the relative rates in dlirorcnt 
cities this factor is iisualy iynored 
expensive water .system In one case 
rcciuirlng hlRher rather than In those 
whieli have been less expcn.'^lv 

Discussing tlie water witli a Herald 
representative this morning, Jlr. Robb 
said: "It is claimed that, the, amount 
collected in water rates^ sh3*ld -Dtft 
exceed the actual .cost pf the water, 
and comparisons have been made be- 
tween .Montreal "and othcjr cities, and 
the statement ' hiade that we -collect 
far more than they do, in proportion. 
But these' criticisms- have failed tn 
take Into account the fact tliat tho 
amount of such cost depends on llio 
cost of the water works plant. For 
instance, a plant that cost ten millions 
of dollars would rcciuire five tlme.^ as 
much as a plant tliat cost only two 
millions. 

"At present, in Tvlontreal tlie water 
rate, whicli is seven and a halt per 
cent on the assessed rental, and which 
is paid by tiio tenant, lirlnirs in a re- 
turn 'of half a million yearly. Tlie city 
loses over $50,000 in arrears every 
j-ear. .and each year tiie ."Lctuai cost of 
collecting the rate is $irj,000. 

".My opinion of the (lucstlon l.> tlie 
same now as formerly. I maintain 
that if :\lontrral followed the exam- 
ple of the majority of Other Canadian 
cities, and made tho water rate a lien 
on the property Instead of on the rent- 
al, we shfluld have a ijractlcal solution 
of all the ailllcultles now experienced 
' In connection with It. • It would l)e a 
Kiinple matter of financial calculation 
and adjustment. If our water rate 
' now brlng.s in half a million per an- 
num, all that is required is to add a 
[ fraction to tho real estate tax which 
I will yield this half million. The prnp- 
I erty la.x now is one iier (^cnt. if .an 
annual two and a half mills on the 
dollar were ailded, this would kIvo the 
ncces.sary amount."

Death of Wm. Isbister — Consecration 
of New St. Paul's Church. 

Nanalmo, April 11. — One of Nanai 
mo's oldest and best known pioneers, 
in tho person of William Isblstex-, died 
today at the age of 87.

3 pits, at Douglas pit and slope, and 
most of tlic house crimnoys in the 
early day.s. They were chimneys, too, 
thicic enough for an embatliement, 
material being spaitd. ilr. Isbister 
(piarried stone and made lime from 
clam shells, for whitewasliing as well 
as for building purposes. Ho had 
ch.arge of Indian laborers and other 
cutside employees In lS,^S-0. Ho was 
present at the discovery of tho first 
Indication of coal at Wellington. Act 
Ing under the direction of the lato 
Hon. R. Qunsmutr, he sank one or two 
prospect ''holes, where the upper seams 
wcro found, but he' did not, follow up 
the works. ■ ■ ' ■

CEMENT COMPANY 

ENLARGES PLANT 



Output to be Increased in Order 
to Meet- the Heavy 
Demand - 



Large oxtonsiona and additions are 
being made to tho plant of the Van- 
couver Pprtland Cement company on 
Tod Inlet. Much now machinery is 
being installed at the present time, 
and many new men are bcliig taken 
on. AVhen the work now under way 
there has been completed the- output 
of tho plant will have been Increased 
almost by one-half, and the institution 
will be one of the largest ot'Its kind 
in America. 

Tliero wcro lately' received at the 
works two huge Iron, kilns, which will 
bo installed - In . addition to tlio four 
now In use. These are used for bak- 
ing the Ilma stone for the purpose of 
converting It Into quick Ume, this lat 
tor substance forming, one of the chief 
ingredients 'of tho cement . With tho 
kilns that It now has, the company 
is ablo to turn out one thpus'i^nd bar- 
rels of comont a day, 'and It Is ex- 
[iccted that when the two new ones are 
in ]ilace, this average will be increased 
by four hundred, 

Tho great activity In building at tho 
present time, not only in this neigh- 
borhood, but nil along tho coast; is 
h:iving tho effect of causing a great 
demand for tho cement, and the com- 
pany is unable to lill all tho orders 
that come in as eiuickly as it would 
nice. When the new machinery Is In 
place it is exi)ected that tlie conges- 
tion of orders will be somewhat re- 
lieved but even with the .great addi- 
tion to the output not the slightest 
difficulty is anticipated In disposing of 
all that Is manufactured. 

Tho demand Is Increasing all tho 
time, this Increase being duo not only 
to tho over augmenting building ac- 
tivity but also to tho growing popu- 
larity of cement blocks and reinforced 
concrete tor building purposes. Just 
to sliow what can be done in tlio way 
of building the conii)any has construct- 
ed all the houses and other structures 
on Its works of the cement. Many 
of these are two or more storey.s in 
height, nnd ail arc well and substan- 
tially built. 

The company has at present two 
hundred and lifty mon at work, and 
this number la being continually in- 
creased. Six or seven different na- 
tionalities are represented among the 
omployees. The chemist Is a Gorman, 
a graduate of the U^nlverslty of Stras- 
burg, Alsace-Lorraine, whilo among 
tho workmen ar(5 Canadians, English- 
mon, Scotchmen, I'Vonchinon, Swedes, 
Norwegians, Greeks, Sikhs, Chinese 
and the representatives of lialf a dozen 
other races.

BRITAIN LOSES TERRITORY. 

King Leopold Will Get Another Slice 
of East Africa. 

London, April 11.— Tho Boyal Geo- 
graphical society Is about to make an 
announcement wl-ilch shows that Creat 
Britain Is faced with the loss of some 
of her most cherished Kast African 
territory. It is to Iha effect that the 
exact longtllude. of the Jlountalns of 
tho Moon, hitlierti) varloiKsly stated, 
has Just been sclentlflcalh' d" ten n iiied, 
with the ri'Siilt that the f,'i-e:iler and 
more important ]iart of the ininintiuii.s 
lie, on 1-Cing Leopold's side of the Uel- 
gian-Brltlsh frontier, which by treatj- 
is the tlilrtleth meridian. Moreover, 
Lalce Alliert ICilwant, wliich was nam- 
ed for King iCdward wlion ho was 
Prince of Wales, goes for tho samo 
reason to the Clongo state, disappear- 
ing from British control. 

Were King Leopold's feelings toward 
Great Britain more amiable than thev 
aro tliere might bo hope of Great Bri- 
tain retaln,ing the territory In quentlon, 
a.s his consent to the frontier lino be- 
ing thrown back about half a degree 
to the natural boundary of the Scm- 
likl river is al Ithat Is necessary to 
effect tills, but King Leopold is great- 
ly Incensed against the Britlali owing 
to the ])arl tho press and public men 
here have taken in showing up- the 
Congo attrocllie.-^, and fixing the blam'e 
for them on him. 

His (i])portiinlty for revenge has 
come, iuid he refuses to hear of any 
such concessions, Insisting upon his 
pound of fl(>sli in Ihe sliaiio of the thir- 
tieth meridian ns the frontiei-. Accord- 
ingly the loss of tho mountains and 
lake will shortly be announced by the 
foreign office here. It la anticipated 
that a general renaming of tho promi- 
nent natural, features of this part of 
Africa wljl -foHoW;' .The Incident, has 
caused cbnsterniatlbn atnbng Brlil.»h 
goographera, who rellod too Implicitly 
on tho maps and so-called surveys de- 
posited with tho Boyal Qoographlcal 
society by numerous explorers and 
big game hunters.

NEW RATE HDE EflO 
U.S, 



One Cent for Each Four Ounces 
Or Fraction Thereof is 
Agreed Upon 



Ottawa, April 3.— Hon. Mr. Xiemleux, 
•tho Deputy Postmaster-General and 
,the secretary of the department, re- 
turned today from "Wasliington, wliore 
.they were engaBed in the negotiations 
which led to the convention rcspecL- 
ing tho postal chnrKcs on newspapers 
and periodicals, tho details of which 
v-cre reported from WashinKton on 
,the l«t Instant. Jlr. Lomicux, in speak- 
ing of the matters di.sc.ussed at the 
conference' and the causes leading to 
the new treaty, noted that for a nuni- 
Ijer of years past the postal .-(orvico of 
Canada has felt that it stood in a posi- 
tion Of great disadvantage under Ihp 
terms of tho postal convention of 18S8 
Itetween Canada and the United 
States, so far as it concerned- the 
transmission of new.5papers,,and peri- 
odicals passing between the t\yo coun- 
tries. This convention proyldes for 
the transmission of .all'.'olaisses of mall 
matter from the United States to Can- 
ada .and,'fr6m'. Canada to...the United 
States af the ratfes , of the . country of 
origin. So far as letter.H.' po.stcards, 
patterns and samples were concerned,! 
neither department had reason to lie 
dissatisfied. Generally speaking, tlio 
amount of matter passing one way 
was pretty wbir balanced by tlie mat- 
ter passjng the other way. "With re- 
gard to newspapers and periodicals, 
however, that was not tlio case. From 
the beginning there wa.s :i much great- 
er quantity of ncwst)aiK'rs and period- 
jcal matter coming fniih' tlio United 
States than went from .(""anada to tlic 
United States. Tliis disparity, , said 
Mr. Lemieu.N-, has steaiiily increased 
imtil at the lowest cstimaie there is. a 
Ion of matter coming from the United 
State.=! to Canada for every 100 pounds 
going to the United States.. It;ls ob- 
served also that:: a very largro,- propor- 
tion of tho UnltedjStatesv matter was 
made up of publications Of the cheap 
order, which lived practically upon 
their Vadvertlsements, the reading mat- 
ter being jiist sufficient In quantity to 
carry it into tho postofTlce at tho low 
Xtite, and, in interest, to prevent Its be- 
ing thrown Into the waste baslcots of 
the home to whicli it was addressed. 
Publishers In Canada who de.-irotl to 
issue the same elas.s of ilii-ap liti-r.-i- 
turo were debarred from doing so, lie- 
cause tlio postollice acl under wliieli 
tlio Canadian postoi'IU-e works would 
not permit; such i)ublicatlons lieing 
recognized as entitled to the privileges 
given to legitimate newspapers. Tlui.- 
the Canadian postollice department 
liiis been in a position of peculiar em- 
barr.assmenl. On liie one hand the 
convcntion witli the United States 
compelled It to acept matter to which 
the. postollice In that country made 
no oljjectlon, but a large part of which 
was plainly repugnant to the terms of 
the Canadian postofflce act. On the 
' other hand, It was Impossible for the 
depaftmerit to deal justly with Its own 
■publishers, while debarring thorn from 
privileges v.-hicii it was oiiliged to 
grant to United States puir/:du'rs. Tlio 
dissatisfaction thus arlsin,'; l,>d tlio de- 
partment to give notice of the lonnin- 
ation of tho conventir)n so far as it 
concerned newsjiajjers and periodi- 
cals. It was necessar.\' to nial;e .some 
new arrangement after May 7, tho 
date on which the convention would 



liavo expired, as otherwise tho terms 
of tlie postal union would apply. Un- 
der these terms the rate of postage on 
newspapers and periodicals jiassing 
between tho iwo countries would liave 
been one cent ])er ounce, each sepal 
ale pioci> being jirepaid by jjoslago 
stamp. It was considered, however, 
that "the ends for wlilcli this depart- 
ment was worlcing could bo aeeom- 
l)liK!ied at a. lower rate tlian tliose of 
the postal union, and after full con- 
sitieration It was decided to offer a 
rate of two cents pov pound, each 
))iece being prejiiiid separately, or four 
cents per pound bulk rate. Tlie Unit- 
ed States department fm-os.aw dltlicul- 
ties In tho application off cither of 
these proposals, and a compromise 
was readied by which newspapers and 
periodicals mailed, in one country and 
addreisaed to the other might be sub- 
ject to a rate of one cent for each four 
ounces, or fraction thereof, on each 
bull< package, prepaid by stamps at- 
llxed. As this' was a very convenient 
rate, in that It is tho rate which tran 
slent ncw.5paper matter circulates 
within each country, it seemed desir- 
able to accept it. 

Wliat Canada Secures 
By this convention CUmada secures 
what has been long aimed at,.vlz.,,tho 
right to manage her own affairs as re- 
gards nevrspapers and periodicals. This 
could not be obtained until the exist 
ing convention, since with her Im 
mensely greater population and the 
higher state of development of her 
publishing interests the United States 
must necessarllyv dominate the policy 
of this country ns regards ncw.spapers 
and ])erlodi(;:ils, so long as the conven- 
tion made the two count-ries iiraetical- 
ly one postal territory. Hereafter Can- 
ada will be free to move idoiig her own 
lines, consulting nothing Init tlio in- 
terests of the department and tho pub- 
lishers of Canada. 'J'lii.s will aI.«o keep 
out cheap, trasliy, yellowish periodi- 
eals. Mr. Loniieu.x expresseci great 
pleasure ;it tho heartiness of the re- 
ception accordeil to the Canadian del- 
egates by jNIr. Meyer, tho postmaster- 
general of the United States. Every- 
tliin.g possible was provided for the en- 
tertainment of tho Canadians, .Includ- 
ing a visit In a government ateamer 
to' Mount Vernon, the home of Wash- 
Ingtori.' ' The president also ' received 
them ,l>y, appointment, and had a feVv 
moments* pleasant conversation with 
them.

The district of Atlin is second only 
to the Yukoa in tlie fame whicli it 
enjoyed in the d.'iys of the rusli to the 
far North, .niid with Its steadily in- 
cre.Tslng mineral output bids fair 
riv.al the more notorious Dawson ter- 
ritory. Its mineral wealth con.ststs both 
of placer tli5j;;^ings and o.uartx meas- 
ures the extent of which has already 
induced tlie investment of a large am- 
ount of ciipilai. An iingiish comp.any 
capit.-ilized at liTteen miHinn 'I'^'.lnrs is 
constructing a railway to reach the 
yVVindy Arm and Eainy Hollow sectton 
and enormous smelter will be hullt at 
spme point to reduce the output of the 
iiilnes. This company has already 
paid: over .a. million dollars for. mineral 
properties. The Southern part of the 
district around Telegrapli creek is ex- 
periencing a similar boom and the 
memlier for AtlIn sf.ntes hk his con- 
viction that it is undoubtedly one of 
the richest placer and mineral districts 
In the whole country.

-Al. D.. C. M. of McGill at IMontreal. 
His post graduate studies in medicine 
wore taken at Pennsylvania and Lon- 
don. 

In tlio House Dr. Young has stead- 
fastly refused to aciept t!i<' ameml- 
monts tliat liave been offered lo the 
bill by the ()i>position l,)y 
the Socialist party, as he niaintains 
that these wouM mutilate tlie hill ;nid 
frustr.-ite tlie intentions of tlie govern- 
ment. His courtesy toward the oppos- 
ition soni(!wliat relieves the lirmness 
with which ho refuses tlieir overtures 
tor amendment. 

Second Member for Victoria 
Mr. l-'redericlc D.avey is one of the 
(lest knov.'u citizens of Victori.-i, having 
been a constant residiMit for 3- years, 
lie is a native of Cornwall and fi 
-7 scars was a clerk for tlie worlss 
at the Imperial Xaval Yards. Esiiui 
malt, holding his position until tlio 
removal of tiio Pacitic .squadron from 
the ]i;.sciuiinnlt harbor. ^Mr. Davey en- 
ters upon liis political career at ma- 
.ture. age this being his first venture 
upon the'-rstagc'-of Vpubllo "aftuirs. Ho 
is modest. and retiring and rarely ad- 
dresses, the House. .,'H1$ exteiisivo. con- 
nection with fraternal, .-. and , religious 
organizations of which ho Is always a 
consLstent member g.ivc him the solid 
vote of these cla.sscs and he is a wor- 
thy rcpresontativo of the religious ele- 
ment in the legislature. On one ques- 
tion he is emphatic and expresses him- 
self vigorously. That is the question 
of higher educational facilities for the 
province. He thinks tlie time Is oppor- 
tune for. the inception of measures to 
establish a iiniver.slty and heartily 
supports the government in tiio biil 
before the House. 

Tlie IVIember for Qirnilkameen 
Tli'ough he" Is still a comparatively 
young man the name "Father of His 
District" is not inapplicable to Jlr. 
D. W. Shatford, Ohe member for Sim- 
llkanieen on account, boiii of his ex- 
tensive interest.s. in his constituency 
and tlie long jieriod throughout which 
he has sought to advandc its enter- 
prises. The Similkamecn district is 
atiother of those inland constituencies 
sufficiently large In area to constitute 
a principality,, extondlngr- as it does 
from the limits of Okanagan on the 
North, to Yale and. KamlooDS on the 
^Vcst, touching Greenwood on the East 
and reaching the international boun- 
dary on the South. The inemhcr for 
Siniilkameen is a native of Nova Keo- 
tia, who settled in his jiresent dis- 
trict I'l years ago, opening up a bus- 
iness as general merchant and pioneer- 
ing the way of commerce in the then 
unknov,-n interior. The possibilities ot 
irrigaticm early appealed to Mr. Shat- 
ford and associated with his brother 
lie founded the Southern Okanagan 
Hand company, in.nugurating the larg- 
est and most co.stly irrigation syste-m 
at present operated in the province. 
This undertaking has resulted in 
handsome prdflls to the business man- 
agement and has demonstrated as well 
the entire practicability of Immense 
irrigation systems in thij" intoior. Be- 
sides this item of development Jlr. 
Shatford has been the moving spirit 
in every form of genenil development 
of the resources of his district and li.-is 
taken a foremost i)iirt in sevei'al at- 
tempts to secure railway lacillties for 
the section of the conntr\- wiiieh lie 
represents, His persistence in these 
matters has now tlio promise of -early 
realization in transportation facilities 
which will fully meet the needs of that 
part of the interior. He is still anx- 
ious howevoi',to secure connection with 
the coast cities so that the business 
of the Interior may be kept within tho 
province. 

Mr. Shatford was elected in ino.'! 
;i supporter of tho iirosent administra- 
tion In tho late election again won his 
seat against a strenuous c.-imiiaign by 
Smith Curtis. He Is neither talkative 
nor verbose in the House, speaking 
wlien he has occasion to do so, directly 
to the point and stopping when ho Is 
done. He is sanguine as to the future' 
of British Cohiiiibia not only n» re- 
lating to his own district but of tlie 
province as a whole. He exhibits no 
sectional prejudice In discussing the 
questions holore the House and holli' 
outside and inside the legislature halls 
is a true son of bis adoi)ted ))roviiu;e. 
He never jihiys to 'the galkTy and rare- 
ly illumines his spe(.ch.-s with humor, 
as life is too slKjrt for :in>-tliing hut 
husiness. The oiiportunities to be 
sei/.ed and t;<tl:;n advant.age of during 
the next fe/v years impress him witli 
tho sole duffles of his offlco as Hk; 
jieoples" reuresentattve and his endea- 
vor Is to be faithful to his trust. 
Tiio Member for Chilllv^ack 
I.s another of Ontario's sons liorn In 
Dundas county, now 1!) j-e.-ir.-; a cill-j 
y.en of this province. :\Ir. ('li;u'les ^\'. j 
Munro represents Hk; ci)ns( ilueiiev Iv- 
Ing between Delta and Yale aiui ex- 1 
tending from the Fraser river to the 
International boundary, Thn district 
ia chiefly agricultural and tTTe prod-' 
nets of the farm and dairy. have made 
it OIK" of the richest sections of tho 
count :y It sc^emed lltting to the pco- 1 
pie of the Chllliwa-ck riding that they 
slimild he represented lu tlie leghUa- 
ture by oii<! who.se Interests iire slni- 1 
liar to their own and they found their' 
man in Mr. Munro, whose broiid acres 
,nre a valua.hhi lui.'i.session. He v.-;is 
;lrst elected member for Ills riding in 
and lias held his seat coiitlmions- i 



right. 'While Mr. Munro is a liberal 
by choice and has strong parly con- 
victions he is no sense a p.irtixan as 
ills siieeches on matters lH;fove tlui 
Housi! luu'e ri-peatedly shown, and he 
readily confesses that many of his jiol- 
Itical Inslinet.'i are I .'oiiservatlvo. He is 
eiiiineiitly fair in dcOiate and has toll 
honor of representing the oldest mun- 
icipality in the province. 

Tho Member for Slocan 

■William Hunter, familiarly known 
(hrougliout tlio upper country as "Bill" 
Hiiiiler, is one of tlie pioneers of the 
interior. A native of Prineii lOilward 
Island he emigrated to l!ritisli (Jolum 
hia L'3 years ago and IG years ago cm 
barketl in business as a general mer 
chiuit in the Slocan disi.riet. Succ<'ss 
ful as a business man, liis attc^iition 
Wdi; early attracted by lliu mineral 
diseoverie.? in tho section of tho prov 
ineein which ho lives, and in common 
with many other business men. he en- 
gaged in several mining ventures . In 
all of which :he* has .had the 'slngtilar 
satisfaction of being sueeessf iil.>. The 
Slocan districts has many silver nnd 
lead properties but owing to local clr 
cumstances and the low price of these 
metals mining oporiition have for the 
most part been carried on under dis 
couraging conditions. Many of the 
early prospects have Ijeen abandoned 
and otliers Imvc suspended operations, 
but Mr. Hunter lia.s been one of the 
few who have persistently refused to 
lose faith in the district and (luring 
the last few years has enjoyed the sat- 
isfaction of seeing a revival of the in- 
dustry in "^hat section. The distinc- 
tion of being tho .lirst resident to setr, 
tie In th^'Sloean bds therefore its com- 
pensations and Into these Mr. Hunter 
is now entering. 

Mr. Hunter takes little jiart in the 
discussions of the House, but is always 
ready to afford the ineinbcrs informa- 
tion touching such legislation as af- 
fects the industries in which he is en- 
gaged and the district which lie rep- 
resents. In addressing the House li 
sjteaks with the siuue directness that 
ho uses in discussing the operation 
of Ills mines with the overmen in his 
emplo>- His district rewarded ills un 
waverRig loyalty to its interests by re 
turning him against- the combined op 
position of a Jjiboral ,and a Socialist 
candidate. While a "conservative by 
conviction, and a staunch supporter of 
the "•government, Mr. Hunter is not 
a hidebound party man, and believes 
that the greatest achievement of 
parliamentary career is to assist the 
government in conserving the inter- 
ests of tho whole province and pro- 
viding siicli means iis will nio.st i-apidly 
secure its settlement and dovelopmont. 
This precludes the jjossibillty of sec- 
tional prejudices and Mr. Hunter has 
none. 

Tlio Member for Cranbrook 

: nepresents one of tho busiest and 
most bustling towns of the interior in 
the centre oi' one of the most prosiier- 
oiis of the recently dc/eloped sections 
of the country penetrated and travers- 
ed hy tho Crows N<'st Pass line of the 
Cana<li;in. I'aeihc r.-iilway. Not only is 
Cr.-inhrook the natural market for the 
.■agricultural section wliich .■surrounds 
it, hilt it is llkev.-lse the capital of lli.> 
inland lumber and mniiufacturiiig in- 
dustry and a divisional point on tho 
railway as well. There Is also exten- 
sive mineral development within the 
radius of the constituency which lies 
between Ka.slo and Ymir on the West 
and Fornlc on the ea.st. Dt. J. H. 
King, the representative of the con- 
stituency Is a native of New Bruns- 
wick and being resident ot British 
Columbia only 9 years has given evi- 
dence of how rapidly it is possible to 
reach tho front In democratic western 
territory. His personal popularity- is 



best proved by the fact that he was 
returned to his seat in the House over 
a strong government candidate win- 
ning ))y a largo inujority. The present 
is his second term as member l!or 
Cranbrook. A staunch liberal, ho w-as 
however -without political aspirations, 
being urged I)y his friends to olfer 
himself a3:i:cani;lldate;:in opposition to 
the ''govornm'^h'iijya.tv; the elections of 
1903 on the' striking' of , party' lines 
within tho province. Dr. King' Insists 
on a vigorous policy of development 
of the country hy tho opening of 
roads and trails with government as- 
sistance. "While admitting the ad-i 
vantage accruing from railway con- 
struction, his opinion is that with tho 
creation of good roads and trails by 
the government, the companies maybe 
relied upon to construct railways as 
rapidly as the nced.s of the country 
doiiiaiid. ■NVhlie regular in liis atten- 
dance at tho sessions of tlio House, 
ho rarely intrudes In debate, but Is 
a ready speaker, ..when occasion arises 
for lilm to declare; his position on ques 
tions in debate. 

The Member for Comox 

One of the sections of the country 
that may, in a sense be said to be Iso- 
lated, is represented in the House by 
Mr. Robert Grant, a Nova Scotlan by 
birtli but an old timer In British Col- 
umbia, having moved west 32 years 
ago. His district Is the "Fartherest 
North". part of Vfinqoiiy^r. Island that 
can ,bo said to bV thoroughly settled, 
but so varied and extensive have the 
agricultural and industrial enterprises 
of tho community become that tho 
question of railway communication 
with tho outside world lias risen to 
the status of a burning problem. Jlr. 
Grant Is the senior member of tho 
milling company of Grant & Mounce, 
and besides the extensive logging and 
milling operations carried on by that 
llrni at Cumberland, that city draws 
a lai's-e sliare of its material prosperity 
from the coal mining operations of 
ihe AVelliugton Colliery coinjiany. Tho 
iiillux of population during recent 
N-ears luis resulted in a large settle 
nienl which has grown too great lo 
bo restricted to its own resources, and 
thfl extension o'f.the' E. & N. railway 
is the ardent hope' of every Inhabitant. 

Mr. Grant lias boon a member of 
the le.'iiskiturc continuously since ISSS 
and now .sits out h.is fourth term. .-V 
life loii.g conservative, he sits with tho 
goveriinient and votes with his parts' 
on all (luestions affect iiig the general 
policy of the government. Mr. Grant 
is imnhstruslve but attends closely to 
the discussions of the House and is 
well informed on legislative matters 
in general. His claim is that tho min- 
eral and other resources of llio Comox 
coriatituency far exceed the general 
knowledge and belief of tho public, and 
that with easier access tho constit- 
uency would see rapid expansion and 
developiTient ^long all those material 
.lines for which other districts of Brit- 
ish Columbia are -elrbady famous.

The rights of creniatlon aceordlns to tiie 
custom ot the Sikhs are solenin and Ini- 
presalvo In the extreme. The body, sinear- 
ed With tallow, Is laid In a colTln eom- 
posed at thick and easily linllnnimabU 
wood. ThiB Is laid upon a great pyre, am 
then while the countrymen of the deceasec 
stand around clinntlng hymns to ludra and 
the other gods, the oldest among theni 
sets a light to tlie pyre. 'Itapldly the 
ilainee mount up, and usually the pyre 
blazes for hours before all Is consnined. 
Search Is then made among the nshcs for 
whatever ot the bones may remnln, .nnd 
these, all save one, are gathered together 
and thrown into the sea or some running 
stream. The 0110 bone which docs not fol- 
low the remainder Into the sea. Ih eare- 
fnllv preservetl and sent to India, wliore 
It Is cast Into the Ganges. This la done In 
order that the ileccased man may ll)e as- 
.sured ot the joys of Paradise. Were thi 
cremation to take place In India all the 
ashes would be -caiU Into the sacred river. 
As It Is, the one bone serves as a proxy 
for the rest. 

Several newspaper representatives and oth^ 
crs accompanied the remains of Tar Ciool 
Singh to Tod Inlet in order, to hoc the 
cremation, and on the arrival of the body 
tliev wrre wltnessos of a touching spec- 
taeie. As the rig conveying the rcniains 
canii- up tn the house the Sikhs streamed 
out wltli snicinii faces, ami four ot thnni 
cnretuUv and revorontly removed the rough 
cofl'ln fioin the cart and carried It Into the 
house. On Its .arrival In the bouse it wa.-i 
g'l-eeted by an out.burst of walls and 
shrlekfl, so wild nnd unearthly as to cause 
an Involuutarv shudder to all hearers.

Douglas Lake Company and Other 
Ranchers Sustain Heavy

Word has been received In the city 

recently of the sale of the ranch of 
tho DoukIqh IJ.^1<<.■ Cattle Company at 
Nicola, to an English syndicate. 

Thi.s ranch is the largest in British 
Columbia, and compares favorably in 
point of size with even the most ex- 
tensive of those In Oie Northwest. It 
has an area of one hundred thousand 
acres, and the stock of the company 
includes tvirelve thousand head of cat- 
tle and seven hundred horses. The 
deal Involves laiui, t.toclc and bitlkllnffH 
of the company nllki'. The price nion- 
tlonod in the denpatch is $1,000,000, 
and this consklcrlnR the Imnir-ni^o size 
of the concern, la liero thought to be 
very reasonable. .Tust wlio the lOnK- 
li.sli purchaHer.s are Is not mentioned 
In the despatch. A'l 'hat Is said is 
that the company has Us headquarters 
In London. 

The ranch In common with .all nther.s 
of the district, KUITerod very lieavily 
during' the iia.st winter. AltoKi:tlier 
one thousand head of cattle were lost, 
and what w<rc left came ihroiiKh thi: 
trial so thin and worn as to render 
them useless for beef purposes for 
some months to come. 

Now that the snow is clearing away 
the dead cattle are coming to light, and 
the report mentions that the siglits lo 
be met Willi all over Iho ranch are 
Hickoning. With the advent of the 
warm \V';ather the cnrijses of the anl- 
nial.s, which were jircserved by* tlio 
frost are beginning to decay. 

It la feared that the water sources 
may become tainted through the thou- 
sand of dead linlmals which, are lying 
ovprywhoro throiigli the country round 
Nicola, and acth'e measures are being 
taken to prevent a feared oulbroalc of 
typhoid from this cause. The dead 
animals arc being gathered up and 
burled or otherwise disposed of as rap- 
idly as is possible.

St. .lohn's, N. F. — The remarkable 
seal fishing Industry oC Newfoundland 
Is now In full swing, and on both the 
Jront" and tho "back" of the Island 
the seal ships aro pursuing their sang- 
ulnarywqrk, writes- a local correspond- 
ent of' th6 Boston Post. There is pro- 
bably not In the world another enter- 
prise like It .Between March 10 and 
April 20— a brief six weeks— 350,000 
seals, valued at fully half a mUlion 
dolhirs, are ctiptured by the twenty- 
four .steamers and four thousand men 

igaged In this pur.suit. 

Tlie present vear is an eventful One 
in the history of this avocation. Three 
of tho older captains — the last links of 
tho by-gono days before' steam was In- 
troduced—have been struck off the list 
0110 by death and two by serious ill- 
ness, and of the skippers now in charge 
all are men bred to the business sinco 
tho steamer revolutionized the bus 
Incss. 

Captain Arthur Jackman 
renowned of tho three as 
whaler, Arctic voyager and dauntless 
vikln.g, who lost four vossols uiulor 
him but never lost a man, though ho 
cruised from Greenl'ind to the Levant, 
died earlv in February; Captain .Sam- 
uel Blandford, the eoniinodore of tho 
lloet, who had been for tlfty years mas- 
ter of a sealer, was stricken with para- 
lysis in Jainiary, and Cap.laln Wlllum 
■\Vinsor, who tit tho ago of si.xty-sevon 
started on a two liundred nillo journey 
on foot and by dog sled to Join his ves- 
sel, collapsed by the way and had to 
abandon the attempt. 

The ships aninially sail on 'March 10, ruul 
after about forty-eight hours' steaming, 
meet the lee lloes on whli-h the yomig 
sealu are liorn. .Mothers and .b:ibles lie on 
the vast lloes. which an' carried rapldl.^ 
south bv the Arctic currout to the wiirnier 
wateifi ot the tfrand .Banks, where the 
young aro taught to swim. 

At the inset of the current to-n-ard I.ab- 
radi/r, where the tloes are dellected by the 
currents along the northern coast of -^I'-.y- 
foundland, the sealers come upon their 
prey, and day and night are made hideous 
with the r:ci?nes that ensue. , , , , 

The mother .seals light gamely In defence 
of their v<niiv-', but are driven olT b.v seal- 
ers' clal:.i, anil tho little ones are slaugli- 
tered in thousands. Thev are the best 
prizes, vleldliig the llncst oil, and the skin 
and its iidherliig mass of fat are sepa- 
rated from the carcans (which has no 
value) and dragged to the .slilps. 

The seals are found in Inmiense herds 
or "pntclies'i" often covcrliig u body of leo 
reaching boyoild Hho ^nngo of vision, and 
it Is not uncommon to find as many as 
:.'.-,0,0(X) seals killed in one of these herdn 
and brought to f?t. .Inhii's. 

The seals are 10 be round also In the 
Gulf ot St. Jjawrence, and four of the ehip* 
go tluM-e to Jiunt them, but twenty of t n' 
licet operate On the Atlantic «en face ot t he 
Island, ilielr range extending from the 
Belle Isle .Straits lo the firand Hanks 
wblcli ari'a of ocean is more or less covered 
with lloe and berg ice every winter, to the 
frrcat annoyance of trnns-Atlantle shipping. 

TJie ereat slaughter of the young seals 
takes place lietwcen March rJ and -'1. The 
young ones are then too feelde to move, 
and there is no escaping tin? hunters 
ninrdermis club. Sometimes the mothers, 
alnrmed at the noise which aecomjianles 
the iMirnsli or the men, s<:raml)le to the 
blow Iiolcs 111 the lee by which they reach 
the water, and thus escape -ivlth their 
young. , ., 

Their iustJncl Is so perfect that a mother 
will leave her "piips" at sunrise and flsh 
all day in the adjoining ocean depths, and 
though the Ice has wheeled nbout at the 
mercy of the winds ami currents, and 
tlioii,gb there are thousands of seals lir'the 
herd, she will make lier wny back to her 
own olfspring In tho evening. 

Thi' fathers are less considerate, though 
thev llsh dally for the domestic circle nnd 
take their share of watching over the 
youngsters, but. they wlH not light Jor the 
little chap as the mother will, and take 
to the water on the llcst appearance ot 
danger. 

There is little sport and uo danger In 
huniing I he voiiiig seals, hut there is one 
sijecltvi of olil seal, the '"dog hood" from 
a kind ot rr,Y.-\ behind his head) which iit- 
fcM'ds abiindnnt excitement. These old 
males an' very tero. loas, and when at- 
tacked one will not only face two or three' 
sealers, lJUt will sometimes put thein to 
flight by Its savage rushcn upon them. 

These are usually shot with rllles, and 
often yield four hundredweight, but they 
are too .full of iniiscb.. tor their fat to yield 
rich oil, and their skins are too heavy to 
have a prime coniinerclal value, so they 
are never sought unless young ones are 
scarce, In which case they are lietter Umn 
none. 

The industry Is full of risks of the most 
desperati- eharaeler, liie iiieii endiingerin.g 
their lives almost every day they go 
abroad on the lloes. In their pursit ot 
111,, si a is it Is a eoiumou thing for them to

P. Rithet & Co. Will Supply 
Pressure Machine for 
Elk Lake 



At a special meetlns . of tho city 
council held at five o'clock yesterday 
afternoon It was fleolded to accept the 
tender of R. P. BIthet .& Co., for the 
proposed new pujpii at Elk Lake. 

This purap wiltibe Installed at the 
intake -if the twelve Inch main and 
will servo tho purpose of Increasing 
the prossuro In the main. I.ast year 
much of uio trouble experienced With 
the wate.- .'^upply -^was due almost as 
mucli to the lack of pressure as to 
tho lack of water itself. On account 
of the comparatively slight altitude of 
Elk Lake the water does not generate 
much pressure on Us way to tho city, 
and this has tho effect of causing It 
to ruH slowly from tho taps. With the 
artlllclal assistance given by the new 
pump It Is calculated that there M-lll 
bo no more trouble from this source. 
As to water Itself, a good supply is 
assured for the whole of tho coming 
dry season. 

The pump, which will be supplied by 
Rithet & Co., will be Of the centri- 
fugal typo, and will be run by steam. 
Water Commlssionor Raymur has all 
along favored an electric pump, point- 
ing out th.'it the small extra cost above 
that ot a steam plant would be ampb' 
made up for by the f;icllltlcs which it 
offers tor being quickly started on oc- 
casions of emergency. In case of Are, 
Mr. Raymiu: particularly pointed out 
to the council that the electric pump 
could bo started up (it once, while It 
would take some tlnn to got a steam 
l)ninp to work. 

T'he council, lioiV'-^ver, bas decided 
to run counter to his n-ivlco and to 
purchase .a .itoam iiiuiio. The new 
pump will cost $(1,301.22, the tender be- 
ing slightly below the only other one 
put in, that of tho Hlnton Electric 
Company, who offered to supply an 
electric plant.

Another colonial conference is aliout 
to assemble, and althougli few have 
any longer a loverlsh anxiclv as to 
the outcome, yet nianv tluoui;hout the 
Empire will loUovv the proceedings 
■with considerable .interest. The furore 
of Imperialistic sentiment/ whlcji fol- 

, ]6wed;tho South African war Is. stead- 
ily on'''the wane/ and. .jtlic -motley 'col- 
lection of visionary schemes for con- 
solidating the Empire which lately 
Jostled each other before the footlights 

; of the foren.'^lc and literary .?tage -are 
now playing with listless spirit to 
empty benches. Now, tlierefore, that 
the atmosphere has been somewhat 
clarllied, and that so much of the im- 
practicable has been demonstrated to 
be what it is, and not what it pro- 
fessed to be, it may be possible for 
some mode.?t but real advance to be 
made towards a better understanding 
among the various l!actors of the Brit- 
ish Empire. 

' Whllu very little change has taken 
place during the last century and a 
half in the structure, and none what- 
ever in the realization of those peri- 
odical relnflated and regilded projects 
for federating the Empire, a very re- 
jjnarkable progress has been made in 
that time towards th« concrete de- 
yelopment of a better understanding 
and more normal and harmonious re- 
lations, between the different portions 
of the Empire. The more Important 
• sections, however, instead of moving 
towards fedorationV have moved stead- 
ily in tlio ojjposlte direction; in oilier 
words, t(.)wards a more self-governing 
and self-responsiblf5 status. Hur. this 
movement, by Ijrin.ging the chief fac- 
tors of the Empire on to a coiniiion 
level, has at once diininished tlie at- 
titude of Hiisi)i('ion with wllich the 
self-reliant colonial regarded llie pa- 
ternal ailininislration oC the Motlier 
Country, and lui.-i equall.v miti.^aled tlie 
air of condescension with whicii the 
typical representative of the ilother 
Country regarded his colonial posses- 
sions. 

Influence oF British Reformer 

It is to \!Q noted that this responsi 
ble seir-govi'rmnent on tlie part of the 
different i)0rtions of tlie I'^mpin; is not 
primarily a fe;Uurc of llieir relation to 
eai'li oilier, l)ut is cH.-enlially an ex- 
pr.^ssioii <>{ Uicir domestic- develop- 
ment which carries with it as ;i n in- 
cidental though necessary C('atur(^ a 
change in their external relations to 
each othei*. Further, this develoiunent 
of democratic self-governnieiil did not 
first emerge in the colonies, but in 
Britain itself, wlience it was copied 
by the- colonies. The long struggle for 
responsible government in Canada 
V(?a^upported and encouraged entirely 
by tne exampla of what was being re- 
alized in Britain, and it was the sym- 
jiathy and co-operation of the radical 
reformers in l^ritain v,-illi tlieir dis- 
ciplines and f(jllo\vi rs in the colonies 
which in llu.- end secured for tlio lat- 
ter the peaeealiie i-eco.t^iiization oC their 
right to seir-soV(>rnnient. The Tni- 
perialist element, on tlie contrary, 
steadily maintained that to counten- 
ance; such claims or penuil tlieir reali- 
zation involved the dlsmemberjiient 
and ruin of the ICmpii-e. it was In- 
deed just because democratic reform 
element in Ih-italn, in deuiaiulin.q re- 
sponsible seU'-goviM-nnieiit for them-, 
selves, franltly favored conceding it to 
the colonists as well, tli;it (hey were 
branded aa-antl-Imnerlalists and r^ittle 
JOnglanders, However, they sleadliv 
argued that only through ^uch con- 
cessions could the' affection' and' re- 
spect of the colonies bo fostered and 
retained. How completely tlje.r policy 
and iiredictlons have been vindicated 
history records. 

Sclf-Governmont Basic Principles 
■ Now it Is chlelly hoeauso the British 
type of responsible .Helf-governmont la 
.so thoroughly incor]ioraled with the 
daily lives of tlie iieoiiie, aii.l has been 
<'ai-i-ie(l to sucli an ellicleiit stage of 
development, alike In the Mother 



Country and the more important col 
onies, tliat it is impossible to tal^e 
seriously any Iniiierial programme 
which does not fully recognize this 
central fact. It is necessary, there 
fore, to recall to mind wliat are the 
essential features of that type of gov 
ernment. 

The central factor of the British 
tj'pe of democratic government, which 
is shared by,- all the self-govcrnln 
colonics, Is the cabinet system. And 

the essence of the cabinet system is 
that a body of men, who are to con- 
stitute the executive heads of the na- 
tional administration, and also to di- 
rect the natinnal leGisIation and pol- 
icy, arc mutually selected from tlie 
representatives of the people in parlia- 
ment, on the unilerstandiiig that they 
a.gree to support eacli other, under a 
personal leader, in a coni|>relieiisive 
line of policy, and wlio, in support of 
that polic.v, must be able to comnuuul 
the assent of a majorit.v of the reiire- 
sentatives of the people in parliamoiit. 
This interdepenrlence of the members 
of a cabinet, with the necessity for a 
continuous support ou all important 
measures by a majority 'Qf Jthp popu- 
lar representatives, is, ,the ' essence of 
the party system. Cabinet goveriinient 
is theroforo inseparable from tlie 
party system,, and both In turn de- 
jiend upon a close attention to public 
opinion, whatever its cpialit.v, since 
this is the final court of appeal in all 
])0lilical matters. A cabinet govern- 
ment operating on tills basis, and in 
which are concentrated at once efli- 
cient administration and definite re- 
sponsibility, is tile central and essen- 
tial organ of Britisli democracy, 
whether in its domestic affairs or ex- 
ternal relations, be the latter Imperial 
or foreign. Whether as practical poli- 
ticians merely or as statesmen also, 
whoso jiolitical lives and national 
measures alike depend upon popular 
support, cabinet ministers must a.n- 
alyze and estimate and, as far as pos- 
sible, create and guide publlq' opinion 
as a condition of maintaining them- 
selves In .power. 

A Change of Di'reotion 

When the responsible ministry" of a 
self-governing portion of the Empire 
is called upon to consider proposi- 
tions, such as may be presented at 
the colonial conference, which might 
commit them to a series of actions, 
or ii lino of policy which would limit 
their freedom within their own gov- 
ernment, they win naturally be .-is 
cautious as tliey are wise. Their opin- 
ions, promises, and policy, as exiiress- 
ed at the conference, miL-^t, be passed 
upon and justilied or condeuine.l. not 
by tlie Eniiiire at large, but by llie 
Iiarliament and people of tlie coun- 
try whicli the.v represent. When, 
therefore, tlio late governiut'nt of the 
.Motlier Country, iloiibtiess relyin.g up- 
on its coniinu->d predominance in the 
councils of the Empire, proposed to 
enlarge the sphere and develop the 
functions of the colonial conference, 
and suggested also a change of name 
which ImplIeiS a more binding obliga- 
tion for opinions expressed or propo- 
sals approved, the Canadian ministry, 
with a wise aiijjrecialion of experience 
and an equally sagacious fcn-esight, de- 
clined to acfiuiesce in the su.i;Kestions 
in.-ide. It is true Ib.al tlii> innov.'itlnns 
proposed w(n-o very modest in extent, 
but it was the change of (lirection 
wlil(;li naturall.v gave pause. "A con- 
ference," the.v say, "is a more or less 
uii(-oiivr,ntional gadii-rin.'^ for infor- 
mal discussion of luibllc, oueslions, 
continueil, it may be, from time lo , 
lime, as circumstane<;.-i exti-m.-ii to it- 
self may render e::pedienl, but pos- 
sessing no l^aculty or pou-er of hindiiif; 
action. . . . The term "council," on 
the other band, indicates a more for- 
mal assemblage possessing an advis- 
ory and deliberative character, and, in 
conjunction With the word "imperial" 
suggests a permanent institution 
which, endowed with a continuous 
life, ml.ght eventually come to be re- 
garded as an encroachment- upon tiio 
full measure of autonomous legisla- 
tive and administrative power now on- 
.ioyed by all the self-governing col- 
onies." .-\s announced by the Pre- 
mier in the House, this Is still the at- 
titude of the Canadian ministry to- 
wards the colonial conference. That it 
is an eminently wise attitude and ul- 
timately in the interest of ever.v sec- 
tion of the I-Inipire, Britain itself in- 
cluded, is evident from what we have 
seen to bo the essential character of a 
resiionsiblo ministry of the British 
t.\pe. 

Diacucslon, but No Advance Pledges 

It will bn observed that the Cana- 
dian reply to Mr. . Lyttleton's proposals 
niakoa no,.- objection whatever to the 
free 'and Informal dlsou'sslon of any 
public questions that may be of in- 
terest either to the Empire as a whole, 
or to any groups of powers within It. 
And, indeed, whore there l.s no bind- 
ing action" liiiplled, the discussion of 
such fiucatlona may tako . a far wider 
range, may clear up many dllflcultlcs. 



may reveal and clarify common inter- 
ests, and suggest tlie expedi(mcy of 
common action, ma.v even lead to the 
suggestion of terms caprible of lieing 
agreetl upon between tl;-;i jiartios, when 
sanctioned in their respective parlia- 
ments. But such a conference is no 
]ilaco for the giving or osclianging of 
dolinlte pledges, or for the formal 
sanctioning of any proposals or bind- 
ing agreements. Nothing can be r'e- 
garded as more than a tentative pro- 
posal until brought before the re.spec- 
tlve parliaments of the .sections of tho 
Empire which aro Interested, and 
whoso sanction or adherence is requir- 
ed. 11' acci.'pted by these free govern- 
ments, and thus made a fcitnie of 
tlieir own po!ic>-, the projiosais will be- 
come efl'ective imder the conditions re- 
corded.

A - Clearing Hi>use for^ Ideas 
If the colonial iTonfereneo cannot lie 
regarded as paving the way. for a cur- 
tailment of tho llbertle.'s of the self- 
govornlng colonies, but can only dis- 
cuss and clarify matters of connnon 
interest, some of which tlie respective 
governments rciiresented at the con- 
feronco may see lit to tuke up, each in 
Its own way, and in so doing must 
h;ive c<ms!aut re.ijard to the iialilic 
opiniiui of llieir resriective couiilries,

Action From Within 

In a colonial conference havin:.; 
neither legislative nor executive pow- 
ers there Is this further .advantage, 
that not only may the-greatost free- 
dom and range of • discussion take 
place as to matters of mutual interest 
t<i all or, any portion of tho lilmpiro, 
but all forms of government within the 
empire nniy send representalives to 
tlie conference. T(>nt,-itive proposals 
may be discussed .which on one subject 
may appeal to all portions of the lOiii- 
liire; while on another they may in- 
terest only tlios(' liavin.i; res])i)nsible 
s(!ir-go\ ernment, or only tho crown 
colonies. On still otln-r matters It 
would permit of discussing interi^sls as 
between a self-governing country, a 
crown colony and oven a iiroieclorate, 
All this is rendered possible becausf? in 
no ease Is any resulting agreement to 
bo determined, ratillod, or executed by 
any superior central i)owor, wli'i^h In- 
deed would he lmpo,-3.'dblc us combin- 
ing such dlvorao forms of govern- 
ment, but is ratlilod and carried out 
by the existing domeallc governincnt 
of each party to the asreemont, bo it 



Iirogranime for the imjiroveinent of 
intra- inipi-rial i-eliitions is that of fa- 
cilitating ami c'lieoura.ging a free in- 
terclKiiiK(> of ideas and infennation 
between tlio (iiifoi-enl. ijortlons o ftlie 
ICnijiire. Ainoiig democratic and self-

One of the most significant develop- 
ments in Jlie civill?;e(l world today is 
the ra|)i(l growth of an effective iiiter- 
national public opinion. When we 
seek the conditions of this very In- 
teresting devolopmont, we observe that 
it arises almost entirely from the rap- 
Idly increaalne faoIlItles,*and organs 
for the interchange of Ideas, the dis- 
cussion of miitnally Inleresting mat- 
ler.s, and tlie (llffu,sioii of reliable and 
d(!talli'd inforiiiatiou as to the activ- 
ities of the cliief eivlli:;ed nations. 
To Loarn of Each Olhor 

The growing desire for Increased 
linowliMlge of i;Mich other by the vari- 
ous parts of tho rDrltlsli;\Einpiro Is 
Klaiiily an expression-' of this world 
movemonl, ljut there are special reas- 



ons why a greater and more intimate 
acquaintance sliould be developed. 
While nothing could more el'fectuaily 
defeat its own purpose than an effort 
to force the people of the different 
sections of tho Knipire into artillcial 
and restrictive conneclions witli each 
oilier, yet, on the other hand, nothing 
i-oulil iiKjre effectively jironioto closer 
friendly and permanent relations than 
the diffusion of'a mprel-perfoot "knowl- 
edge of each othorJs general ■ condi- 
tions. Such enlightened relations can 
only be adequately secured ' by means 
of tho most perfect modern facilities 
for intercomniimlcatlon. Hence, 
among the most urgent and funda- 
mental of the subjects willch may pre- 
sent themselves for discussion at tlie 
coming conference, are those of tranr;- 
portalioii, postal and c-leetric c-able fa- 
cilities — tile latter in a sjicclal degree. 
The most practical and effeetive direc- 
tion of sound Imperial developnient 
has been indicated by a well known 
imblic spirited citizen at once of the 
Dominion and the l';mpiro, whose 
views e-Xtensi\-ely set forth'* have 
gained tho suiinort of many of the 
most eminent men in ("anada, and 
quite recently have been widely pro- 
mulgated ;by one, of the most ; influen- 
tial political asaociatiohs , in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom.** This matter, as is well 
known, has occupied years of labvr, 
and', ■ althdu'gh- i'the fruits may appear 
to some Impatient and le.^s practical 
spirits as somewhat slow in matur- 
ing, it must not be forgotten that the 
spanning of the Pacilic by a. submar- 
ine telegraph has been a direct out- 
come of these efforts, and lliat this 
first result forms no inconsidenible 
])ortlon of tho whole circle of Imperial 
cables advocated. Jtoreover, a.i ex- 
emplified in tho ca."=e of Imperial pen- 
ny postage, tardiness in complete de- 
velopment is quite frequently a fea- 
ture in matters of the-. most lasting 
importance. 

.Since public opinion is the funda- 
mental and most Important factor In 
determining all great matters in de- 
mocracies, there can.be .few interests 
wlilch the public OplhlQ^ of the Em- 
pire should ha'v'e more at heart than 
that of Improving: its- own intelligence. 
Let us hope, therefore, that niembera 
of the colonial conference will devote 
attention to this most elemental of all 
needs.

The hamlet of Telegraph Creek, he 
explained, is situated at tho junction 
of tho creek from which it talces Us 
name and, tb9i,Stlkecn-E.lv§r, at a' point 
about three ' hundred;' ' milss north o£ 
Prince Rupert and one/ hundred .and 
lifty miles from the coMt.'rjJ HisVM^^?'' 
sionary work, however. Is not'ccjn<5ned 
to the village Itself, but extends prac- 
tically all tiio way up tlie Stikecn and 
along the shores of Dcasc Lake anl 
river for a difdance of about three 
hundred and fifty nillcs. The "prlnc pal 
interests In tho country are in con- 
nection with,, raining and the dlstia.t 
comprises a population of about 50i 
Indians and 150 whites, twenty-five 
of tlie latter forming tho population . £ 
Te!egra]>h Creek and the remaind-;r 
being scattered in different localities 
tiirougliout tho district. Tho ordinary 
method of travel in winter Is by snow- 
shoes. In the summer the Hudson Bay 
Company's boats make intormlttont 
trips, but tho primitive method of foot 
travel Is quite greneral at all .seasons. 

Speaking of his work among the 
Indians of the Tahltan tribe. Dr. Ingles 
dwelt at some !cn.gth upon tho char- 
acteristics of tho members comprising 
it. Being an inland tribe, and there- 
fore a hunting ; c-jpla, as opposed to 
the fishing raco-3 of the coast, they 
are people of exc-al ent physical de- 
velopment. They aie absolutely honest 
as far as their fingers aro concerned, 
i)Ul tiiey are possessed of the foriiod 
tongue and will lie on the slightest 
Iirovocation. As illuslrations of those 
lv,-o iiuallties the sjieaker told of how 
travellers through tho country w.'d 
leave caches of food In the most open 
places, securing them only from the 
depredations of wild beasts with no 
fear of their being' touched by the In- 
dians. The Indian finding such a 
cac'ae would not dream for an insta'it 
of appropriatin.g it, nor is It even 
necessary to locli up sttu-es of any 
lilnd. Cn the other hand, when an 
Indian is found lo be Intoxicated and 
an effort is made to discover where 
he got the liquor ho will insist' that 
he found -It, tho lie being rendered the 
more flagrant liy the fact alluded to, 
that if he re.-iliy found a bottle of 
ll(liior be woulil not toueli it under any 
consideral ion. 

Tliey are a most im|M-ovident people, 
taking no thought of tho future, and 
have tho usual faults of the native 
races, such as living In the most un- 
sanitary conditions and being very lax 
in tlieir morals. In their way they 
ar(^ an Industrious peojilo and a. few 
are beginning to learn llio v.'Isdom of 
.saving. 

Tho missionary work' among these 
people has been render.?d the more dif- 
ficult by the fact that they have for 
I'ears been contaminated by associ- 
ation with" the 'wrong ^cla's.? of ■whites 
and' have added tfie vices 'of civlilzatlon 
to those of th.-^'lr aboriginal conrlltions. 
Notv.-itbstanding thfs. the work is be- 
ginning to bear fruit and the standard 
of living is being gradually raised. 
Tholr,,homo life is Improving and it is 
becoming almost .Jfife fo" v/hlto men 
lo enter their tents. There is also a 
nntlceahlo Improvemeht among the 
v>-liites, there bein.g now only one s.a- 
looii v.bere there were formerly three. 
The rc^sults are slow in coming but 
thin Is to be expected among a people 
having such a, good start in tlio wrong 
direction. It would voi he wlsfj to 
invoke tlie law in suppressing vice ios 
Hie Indians were hardly educated .to ;a 
point of understanding tho dlfforenca 
between right and wrong. Dr. Ingle.s 
say.q that the 'couri!;i'.i' ir- iht dlst let 
la capable of great development, par-
